Carter 
plans 
report 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) - President 
Garter, back from a successful six-day 
London summit trip, tackled a desk full 
of paper work today and planned to 
report to the nation on his talks with 
Kuropean leaders at a news conference 
Thursday 
Garter arrived at Andrews Air Force 
Base outside Washington at 10 20 p m 
FDT Tuesday in a “ very happy" mood 
and said he was struck by the “ genuine 
expression of friendship toward our 
people' in both London and Geneva 
From all reviews Carter scored per­ 
sonally, not only with the British people 
but also with many of the European 
statesmen whom he met for the first 
time while attending the seven-nation 
economic summit, the four-power sum­ 
mit talks and the NATO ministerial 
meeting 
Garter had scheduled a news con- 
terence for 7:30 p m EDT Thursday, but 
moved it up to 2 30 p m 
EDT after 
learning the evening hour clashed with 
the second in a series of David Frost in­ 
terviews with Richard Nixon 
Carter was welcomed home by First 
Lady Rosalvnn Carter and by Vice Presi­ 
dent Walter Mondale who leaves Thurs­ 
day for a European tour of his own 
The President’s aides were highly 
pleased at results of the trip 
On the homeward flight, presidential 
assistant Hamilton Jordan said “ this 
was the first time any of us has really 
had a sense of the international dimen­ 
sions of the American presidency " 
Garter has an invitation from French 
President Valery Giscard D'Estaing to 
visit France in the fall W hile making no 
commitment. Carter said he would try to 
take up the invitation 
National Security Affairs adviser 
Zbigniew 
Brzezinski, summing up 
results of the economic summit, told 
reporters that a mechanism for coor­ 
dinating effective cooperation among the 
a d v a n ce d 
W e s te rn 
in d u s tria l 
democracies had been established for 
the first time 
He also said the summit reflected a 
reaffimiaton >*t the close collaboration 
between the Gnited States. Western 
Europe and Japan 
Brzezinski said one important con­ 
sequence of the summit was that it in­ 
dicated a beginning of 
the restoration 
of confidence in the West 
The foreign policy adviser said the 
long gallerv 
where the delegates 
gathered was hushed when Carter spoke, 
and everv European leader wanted a 
bilateral talk with him about mutual 
problems 
There was no doubt that the unknown 
former governor of Georgia simply im­ 
pressed these people by two things one. 
he knew his facts, and two. his facts 
were part of a larger picture which he 
could articulate effectively. ' Brzezinski 
said

Plans to build, equip and staff a 
central kitchen for a Lompoc district 
school lunch program should proceed, 
but under close scrutiny, the school 
board decided 4-1 last night, with Donald 
Adams opposed 
I can t see any other way to get out of 
this mess than to build a kitchen and get 
into the lunch program." which is man­ 
dated by the federal government to begin 
bv July 1 this year. Board member 
Robert Goe said 
“ But I'm disappointed with the work 
that’s been done so far." he said, referr­ 
ing to kitchen cost estimates prepared by 
a Santa Barbara architect and a Los 
Angeles food consultant 
In an effort to reduce kitchen costs 
from an initially estimated near $1 
m illion, the food consultant has 
eliminated, for example, one of two 
refrigerated trucks for transporting food 
from the central kitchen to the schools 
Goe questioned whether only one truck 
could deliver all the lunches, while a 
milkman he had consulted recently told 
of spending six hours a day in deliveries 
to the schools. 


Goe said he also questioned many other 
cost figures presented by the architect 
and consultant and wondered whether 
they had overly used mathematical for­ 
mulas rather than thoroughly in­ 
vestigating the individual needs of the 
various schools 


After Goe and Board member Jack 
Helman volunteered to work with school 
administrators to oversee and direct the 
architect and adviser, “ really lean on 
these guys," as Coe said, the board pas­ 
sed a motion to proceed with the plans 
for the $763.458 kitchen 
Adams voted against the project, 
stating concern that a district with 
declining enrollment and vacant schools 


is “ making this commitment to a large- 
scale facility." He suggested that the 
Cabrillo High kitchen be used in a pilot, 
or experimental food service program 
Board President Barbara Berg and 
member K arl Braun agreed with 
Helman that a “ good, quality program 
would prove more efficient in the long 
run than a “ halfway measure 
of the 
type Adams was suggesting The district 
should build the kitchen now 
before 
costs increase even more. Helman said 
In a summary of the kitchen plans. 
Superintendent Clarence Bloom said that 
the district currently has enough funding 
for the project — $794,513. most of which 
comes from the district special reserve 
fund and the state’s non-food assistance 
fund 
Of the approximately 750.000 meals to 
be served each school year, about 45 per 
cent would be paid for in full by students 
(the meals would cost 50 cents). 3 per 
cent would be bought at reduced price 
and 52 per cent would be free, the district 
projects 
Yearly income from taxes, 
sales and government reimbursements 
would total $664.219. exceeding district- 
estimated expenses by almost $5.000 
Bloom said 
No members of the audience spoke in 
opposition to the lunch plan 
In other business, the board announced 
a public hearing on the $30.274 personnel 
commission budget for 5 30 p m May 17 
in the district board room These general 
budget funds pertain to classified 
employes 
The board also announced that the 
preliminar\ school budget for next year 
will be presented to the board on May 24, 
not May 17. as published in the budget 
calendar 
After last night's meeting, the board 
went into executive session for about 
one-half hour for discussion of a problem 
with a classified employe. Board 
member Braun said later 


NEW YORK ( IJ P I» — A federal judge, 
in a decision that brought cries of “ foul" 
from citizen groups todav ruled uncon­ 
stitutional a ban on landing rights at 
Kennedy Airport for the Anglo-French 
Concorde supersonic transport 


Ruling on what he called a “ narrow is­ 
sue." Judge Milton Pollack said the Port 
Authority of New York and New Jersey 
did not have the r ight to bar the jetliner 
from the airport 


“ The Port Authority resolution must 
give way under the supremacy clause of 
the Constitution," Pollack wrote, adding 
the ban “ is in irreconcilable conflict 
with federal supremacy " 
In his view, the judge said, the federal 
government and not the Port Authority 
the bi-state agency that operates the 
airport — had jurisdiction over landing 
rights at Kennedy 
The superseding federal orders were 
founded 
in 
federal 
statutes or 
regulation “ the judge concluded “ The 
PA resolution of March 11, 1976. (impos­ 
ing the ban I is void and plaintiffs are en­ 
titled to the declaration and injunction 
they seek " 
The decision did not mean the test 
period would begin immediately. Pollack 
directed that law vers for both sides sub­ 
mit to him within 10 days a proposal on 
how the Concorde tryout will be handled 
Community groups opposed to the 
plane because of its noise and pollution 
levels said they planned to appeal 
Pollack's ruling 
“ We will not give up." said Carol 
Berman, a member of the Emergency 
Coalition to Stop the SST "W e will fight 
this all the way to the Supreme Court I 
am horrified by the decision 
Joseph Lewis, head of a noise abate­ 
ment committee in Hempstead. N Y . 
said the decision could spark the kind of 
demonstrations that in the past have 
brought Kennedy airport operations to a 
virtual standstill

ATLANTA (U P Ii - A federal health 
expert today 
blam ed 
a 
v irtu a l 
nationwide epidemic of measles on the 
large number of children susceptible to 
the disease and poor enforcement of im­ 
munization laws at the state and local 
levels 
Dr 
J 
Donald Millar, head of the 
Bureau of State Services at the national 
( enter for Disease Control, said there 
has been a 57 per cent increase in 
measles cases so far this year compared 
to 1976 
“ If you let the number of children 
susceptible to measles accumulate, they 
are going to be attacked." Millar said, 
adding the number of susceptibles has 
been increasing year-by-year since the 
start of a nationwide immunization cam­ 
paign in 1966 
“ We have simply allowed susceptible 
children to accumulate, who are now in 
school, and they are now being at­ 
tacked 
The lack of state and local enforce- 


ment of immunization laws for school- 
age children also plays a big role in local 
epidemics across the country, he said 
Most states have the capacity to enforce 
vaccinations against measles, but many 
do not 
"C ity health officers have wide 
authority, but they are in the political 
arena and can be hired and fired Quite a 
few of them are unwilling to use the 
power vested in them 


He said some state authorities use the 
immunization laws to keep children out 
of school during epidemics rather than 
enforcing vaccinations for children 
before they enter school 


But Millar said “ the law is not the final 
answer 
The final answer is people 
believing that something is important " 


So far this year there have been 27 360 
cases of measles reported compared to 
17 893 for the same period in 1976 The 
average number of cases annually from 
1972 through 1976 was 14 325 


A spokesman for the Port Authority, 
which has twice postponed a decision on

All but one in 
Hawaii will tap solar power for heating, 
and many will include solar hot water or 
sun-powered air conditioners 


The government will pay an average 68 
per cent of the cost of putting solar 
equipment on each building.

WASHINGTON <I P I) - The average 
hospital bill 
$350 in 1965. now costs 
$1.300 and in five years will double to 
$2.600 — a “ gargantuan 
galloping 
intolerable" increase 
HEW’ Secretary 
Joseph Califano testified today 
C a lifa n o . 
p resen tin g 
the ad ­ 
ministration's 
first 
congressional 
testimony on the proposed 9 per cent-a- 
year ceiling on hospital costs, said tax­ 
payers daily pay $48 million for hospital 
care provided under Medicare and 
Medicaid 
The cost of health insurance added $119 
to the cost of each Ford automobile sold 
during 1975, he said 
America simply cannot tolerate 
hospital costs that are rising at two-and- 
a half times the rate of inflation," the 
secretary of health, education and 
welfare told a joint hearing of two House 
health subcommittees 
“ If unchecked, hospital costs will dou­ 
ble within five years." he testified “ The 
time has come to firmly reign in these 
galloping increases," 
He said that "gargantuan 
in­ 
tolerable“ increases in hospital costs 
have made the public more concerned 
about health care costs than about 
energy 
Califano presented a hospital “ fat list" 
from which, he said, more than $5 billion 
could be eliminated 
His proposal encountered opposition as 
the hearing began from Rep Tim Lee 
Carter. R-Ky , who said he feared its ef­ 
fects on small hospitals 
Califano said admission to hospitals on 
Fridays and Saturdays should 
be 
eliminated if laboratory and operating 
facilities are closed on weekends 
He said at least 100,000 unnecessary 
hospital beds are included on the “ fat 
list " 
Almost 15 per cent of the 700 000 people 
now receiving care in acute care 
hospitals could be better cared for at 
home 
in nursing homes 
or as out­ 
patients 


Bullet-riddled body 
of minister found 


SAN SALVADOR. El Salvador (U P I) 
Police found the body of kidnaped 
Foreign Minister Mauricio Borgonovo 
Pohl early today with three bullet 
wounds in his head, judicial sources said 
Judge Ana Gladys Chavez de Melendez 
said the body of tin* 38-year-old minister, 
kidnaped April 19. was found just after 
midnight near the city of Santa Tecla. 
five miles from San Salvador 
Other judicial sources said the body, 
found by police along the highway 
between Santa Tecla and the port of La 
Libertad. had been examined by cor­ 
oners who said Borgonovo was shot three 
times in the head with a 
22-caliber 
weapon 
Borgonovo was a member of one of the 
country's richest and most influential 
families 
The socalled Farabundo Marti Popular 
Liberation Front claimed responsibility 
for the kidnaping in several com­ 
muniques It said four of its members 
carrying submachine guns burst into 
Borgonovo’s home around breakfast 
time and abducted him 
The group demanded the release of 37 
political prisoners in exchange for the 
life of Borgonovo, the country's second 


most important politician after Presi 
dent Arturo Armando Molina 
Borgonovo. educated at the Mas­ 
sachusetts Institute of Technology also 
was one of the country's richest busines­ 
smen with interests in steel, coffee and 
sisal He was director of the country’s 
largest steel complex. Acero, S A 
Although the government was ex­ 
pected to meet the kidnapers demands, 
Molina announced in late April he would 
not negotiate with them 
“ To do so would mean that in the 
future terrorists could kidnap any other 
public official to obtain the freedom of 
any delinquent." he said 
“ It would mean that nobody, absolute­ 
ly nobody in this country with the ex­ 
ception of the terrorists, would be 
safe “ 
He said the kidnapers had “ asked for 
the impossible" by demanding the 
government free the 37 prisoners 
Thev were not in prison, had been 
released or were before the courts, he 
said 
The Farabundo Marti group, formerly 
called the People's Revolutionary Army, 
is named after the leader of a 1942 pea­ 
sant uprising 
Hayakawa amendment 
to abuse law fails 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - To Sen S I 
Haykawa, the main cause of child abuse 
involves people, “ and you cannot change 
or improve people by legislation 
So Tuesday the California Republican 
sought to make two major changes in a 
bill 
intended to help abused and 
homeless children And even though the 
administration once supported similar 
changes, the amendments resoundingly 
were defeated by the Senate Human 
Resources Committee 
The committee first struck down — by 
a voice vote — Hayakawa's amendment 
to extend the $25 million-a-year child 
abuse prevention program for only one 
vear, instead of the two provided in the 
bill 
Then the committee rejected 11-2 his 
second proposal to kill a proposed 
federal program for helping find adop­ 
tive homes for some 120,000 children 
deemed hard to place because of their 
race or mental or physical handicaps 
The committee then approved the 
complete bill, with the same 11-2 
breakdown, as Hayakawa and Sen Ornn 
Hatch. R-Utah. voted against it 


The Carter administration once had 
spelled out similar amendments before a 
subcommittee, but that panel's chair­ 
man. Alan Cranston of California, told 
the full committee the administration s 
stance had since changed 
In opposing Hayakawa's proposal to 
kill the adoption program, Cranston said 
it was “ very urgently needed" and would 


save money by taking children out of in­ 
stitutions supported by both federal and 
state funds 
The adoption program was pushed in 
the last Congress, bv Vice President 
Walter Mondale. who then chaired the 
subcommittee now headed by Cranston 
Hayakawa told the committee the 
federal “ bureaucratic monster 
should 
not get involved in adoption procedures 
and that this should be left entirely to the 
states 
He told the committee that he had 
called the California Department of 
Health to seek state officials’ views on it 
“ The reaction was typical and more or 
less what I expected," he said “ There 
was little interest in the substantive con­ 
tents of the bill but great enthusiasm for 
the forthcoming grants ’ 


In attacking the child abuse program 
Hayakawa said it “ does not work well" 
and that merely spending money would 
not help because poverty was “ not the 
cause" of such abuse 


“ The mam cause of the problem is 
people," he said, “ and you cannot 
change or i m p r o v e people by 
legislation "

Daniel Lowenstein said he did 
not think the commission was 
“ overstepping its powers ” He 
said he met with McCarthy 
recently and the speaker did not 
register any complaints about 
the commission 
McCarthy said. “ My initial 
feeling was that to suggest they 
(the commission) were doing 
something wrong 
would be 
siding with lobbyists who had 
their own set of reasons to op­ 
pose them 
“ Now. however. I am getting 
the feeling 
that the staff is 
asking for all kinds of informa­ 
tion without any specificity 


without any charges, without 
any indications of what viola­ 
tions of any section of the law 
they are interested in, 
Mc­ 
Carthy said in response to a

“ They clearly are not follow 
ing any protections in normal 
court proceeding or in most ad­ 
ministrative proceedings,

McCarthy said he supported 
the 1974 law and believed that

politicians 
should be fully disclosed But he

People United Will Never 
Be Defeated 
300 students 
protesting Stanford's alleged 
complicity in South Africa's 
apartheid policies Tuesday 
marched out of the old Student 
Union building four minutes 
before the deadline set by 
school authorities for them to 
leave 


On Monday 294 persons who 
refused to leave the building 
were taken away by police in 
he largest mass arrest in the

LOS A N G ELES (U PI) - The 
heavy rains that swamped 
Southern California in a week­ 
end storm helped save valuable 
water by reducing lawn water­ 
ing needs and replenishing 
ground water basins 
But utility officials warned 
Tuesday that the rains just sl­ 
ightly dented the drought condi- 
tion s and c o n s e rv a tio n 
measures are still needed 
The big benefit of the rain­ 
fall for us was that it reduced 
our demands. 
said Richard 
Balcerzak. assistant operations 
chief for the Metropolitan 
Water District 
"They're down slightly more 
than 1.000 acre-feet a day and 
we anticipate this will last 10 
days or more 
He said because of the rains, 
which dropped 2 73 inches of 
water in Los Angeles making it 
the wettest May in 56 years, 
there will be less lawn watering 
and irrigation for the next 10 
days and water can seep into 
ground basins where it can 
be pumped out later 
The Los Angeles County 
Flood Control District reported 
that about 300 000 acre-feet of 
rain — nearly half the annual 
water consumption in Los 
Angeles — fell on the county 
during the storm Of that, only 
about 20.000 acre-feet washed 
through flood control channels 
to the sea 
The rest will percolate into 
the ground 
Another 50.000 acre feet trap­ 
ped behind the flood control dis­ 
trict's 16 dams will be released 
gradually so it can spread over 
the porous lands that feed the 
underground basins 


But only about 38 per cent of 
Southern California s water 
supply comes from under­ 
ground reserves, with about 60 
per cent coming from such 
sources as the Owens Valley, 
the Colorado River and North­ 
ern California via the state 
Water Project 
The Los Angeles County 


Board of Supervisors asked the 
district to find a way to reclaim 
water that flows throught the 
Los Angeles River a process 
that the district said was too 
costly 
And because there was so lit­ 
tle rain in Northern California, 
water officials still warn of a 
serious drought 
It would have been far bet­ 
ter if two inches of rain had 
fallen in Northern California 


and none here,'' one water of­ 
ficial said 
"The flow of water from 
Northern California will still be 
restricted through all of next 
vear because that area will 
want to fill up its reservoirs to 
safe levels. 
said Arthur 
Bruington. chief flood control 
officer 
The Southern C alifornia 
storm will mean “ a temporary 
respite and then things are go­ 


ing to get a lot worse before 
they get better." warded Jack 
Coe. head of the state Depart­

The storm was a boon to 
mountain ski resorts, where up 
to five feet of snow lured 
hundreds of skiers Tuesday

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Glamorous Joan Crawford 
Alaska ranks higest in individual earnings 
dies of heart attack 


NEW YORK (UPI) - There 
were few in the golden age of 
Hollywood to match her in 
terms of glamor, fame or sheer 
hard work, and there were few 
in the generation of ‘‘starlets" 
that followed who rose above 
her contempt 
Joan Crawford, dead of a 
heart attack at the age of 69. 
once called them "takers, not 
givers" — people who "believe 
their own publicity and feel 
they can do no wrong " 
Miss Crawford’s body was 
discovered in her Manhattan 
apartm ent by one of her 
household maids at about 10 
a in Tuesday She was the vic­ 
tim of apparent cardiac arrest, 
although she had no previous 
history of heart trouble 
Joan Crawford was born 
Lucille Le Sueur on March 23. 
1908. in San Antonio. Tex 
She began her career as a 
chorus girl, in her teens, earn­ 
ing $30 a week in a theatrical 
com pany to u rin g out of 


Springfield. Mo The next step 
took her to Broadway and a 
part in the show "Innocent 
Eves.” From there it was the 
silent film era of Hollywood and 
eventual stardom in such film 
blockbusters as "Grand Hotel 
"Possessed.” and "M ildred 
Pierce." for which she won an 
Academy Award in 1945 
On and off the movie set, 
Joan Crawford worked at being 
a star, rising at 4 45 a m and 
carrying her day far into the 
night 
In a 1962 interview with UPI 
Hollywood 
Correspondent 
Vernon Scott, she summed up 
her professional approach with 
one sentence 
“I try at all 
times to look and behave like a 
movie star " 
In her eyes, the younger crop 
of actresses did not 
"A lot of the new ones want to 
be stars before they even get 
here," she said in a 1960 inter 
view with UPI 
"They read 
their name in the papers about 


how they've been suggested for 
such and such a part and they 
think they've got it. Then when 
they don’t get the role, they sl­ 
ash their wrists or take sleeping 
pills 
There's a humility 
that's missing 
Actors don’t 
have to do a n yth in g fo r 
themselves anymore 
Miss Crawford was no stran­ 
ger to controversy 
Early in her career, she 
enraged church groups and 
paved the way for film cen­

the 
Charleston on a table top in her 
slip for the silent "flapper 
flick" called "Dancing Daught­ 
ers 
Years later, in the mid- 
1950s she starred in "Johnny 
Guitar” — a film bizarre for its 
era in that traditional male- 
female roles were reversed, 
with Miss Crawford playing a 
tough female rancher in a gun 
duel with saloon keeper Mer­ 
cedes McCambridge over a 
male singer and "sex object' 
portrayed by Sterling Hayden

The next highest-ranking 
state, Illinois, had income of 
$7 432 or $991 above average

M ichigan’s per 


capita income of $6 994 ranked 
only 10th the gain of 13 4 per 
cent over 1975 was the biggest 
in the nation The $553 increase 
was attributed largely to the 
rehiring of auto workers

OREGON CITY, Ore (U PI) 
Hardly a day goes by that 
someone doesn't go into the 
county clerk's office in this 
historic town of 13,300 popula­ 
tion 10 miles south of Portland 
and ask to see the original plat 
of the city of San Francisco 
There it is, encased in a 
metal burglar-proof case, show 
ing somewhat its age of 128 
vears but still legible enough 
that the street names and. for 
those with keen eyesight, the 
tiny block numbers can be read 
And there, according to 
C lackam as County Clerk 
George Poppen, it will stay 
The City of San Francisco 
went so far a couple of years 
ago as to threaten a lawsuit in 
efforts to obtain the plat Pop­ 
pen acting on legal advice and 
with the backing of his own con 
st ltu e n ts . a num ber of 
legislators and Gov 
Bob 
Straub. said the plat stays in 
Oregon City 
1 feel as an elected official 
in charge of records I am under 
an obligation to see that it stays 
where it was originally filed 
Poppen said in an interview 
Legal counsel has advised me 
I have no right to loan it or as­ 
sist San Francisco in having it 
nun ed 


The reason San Francisco's 
plat is filed m a small Oregon 
town is part of the history of 


W estern settlem ent 
The 
Oregon Territory, then includ 
ing what is now Washington and 
Idaho as well as Oregon, 
already had a substantial pop 
illation bv the time gold was 
discovered in California in 1848, 
changing the pattern of West 
ern migration 
Oregon City in 1849 became 
the first incorporated city west 
of the Rocky Muntams and that 
same year was named capital 
of the new Oregon Territory As 
such it was the site of the only 
federal court 
west of the 
Rockies 


W hen San Francisco was plat 
ted later that year the only 
place the document could bo ot 
fieiallv filed was in the nearest 
U 
8 
District Court 
at 
Oregon City nearly 700 miles to 
the north 
The plat was entrusted to 
Capt William Irving, who left 
San Francisco with it on the 


sailing bark John W Cater Nov 
9. 1849 He did not arrive in 
Oregon City until nearly three 
months later and filed the plat 
Feb 1, 1850 
There it stayed in the first 
plat book of the first office of 
records on the West Coast 
despite a move of the territorial 
Capital to Salem in 1850 and 
eventual transfer of the U S 
District Court to Portland 
Poppen said the records in 
Book No t ui his office include 
property deeds from territorial 
days 
a black woman's legal 
release trom slave ry and 
transfers ot property bv John 
Mel oughlin the onetime Hud 
son s Bav Co

Oregon
